The fact that our outer pickets retired to- 
day a mile and a half has given rise to some 
camp rumors respecting a large force of the 
enemy approaching. The truth is, however, 
that our piekets were advanced a mile a ad 
a half in the direction of Malvern Hill three 
days ago — thin while the exchange of 
prisoners was going on. The rebels objected 
to the advance, and refused to parole any 
more prisoners unless the piekets were 
withdrawn. This was done yesterday, 
when our pickets were retired to theii 
original position. Except one or two raids 
upon oar cattle herds, the seceah have been 
quiet in the immediate neighborhood of the 
army. 

There is a feeling throughout the camps 
that some decisive operations are near st 
hand ; an indefinable something seems to 
impress our soldiers with the idea that they 
are about to be called on to fight. Perhaps 
the wink it, in a measure, father to the 
thought.

The interview was pro- 
tracted and the diaenseion covered the 
whole ground ef arming the negroes with 
all its possibilities for good and eeiL The 
President finally closed by anaonneing 
that he had made up hit mind not to accept 
at present the service of armed negroes. 
He would use them as teamsters, eooka, la- 
borers on entrenchments and in every ca- 
pacity save fighting. He declared that to 
accept regiment* of armed negroet would be to 
lose forty thousand white soldiers now 
in the army , and woul ddrtve some of the border 
States out <rf the Union. He had delib- 
erately made up his mind to this 
policy, and would adhere to it, unleae to- 
tally new circumstances require the 
change. This announcement causes the 
utmost astonishment among Western men, 
who had supposed Jim Lane s project fully 
authorised by the President himself. Hie de- 
termination upsets that whole scheme, and 
will also work decided revolutions in plans 
elsewhere It is believed that the President can- 
not now consistently allow Hunter to go on with 
hi* colored regiments n» South Carolina, and will 
put an end also to the organisation <f negro 
troops in numerous other quarters. 

We presume the abolition liars will now 
stop their continuous fabrications in refer- 
ence to Jim Lane, Ac., and that Gen Hun- 
ter will be recalled. 

Who Retakbs Corinth. — I t is said that 
it is part of the strategic policy of the Con- 
federates to assign to General Bragg the 
duty of re-opening from Corinth southward, 
the Mobile A Ohio Railroad, and taking 
Corinth, and it is whispered officially that 
he has been about his task, feeling along 
our lines to ascertain our position and 
strength; and that ere long we may expect 
an attack from him. 

To those who are inclined to feel humil- 
iated at tho idea of oar army having u> act 
on the defensive, it may be a com Art to 
know that at this point we ar« prepared to 
fight in that style to good advantage; that 
we can gain a greater victory, and cripple 
the enemy more by remaining here than by 
running to the ends of the earth after 
them. Let the over-tealous remember that 
we have already penetrated far into the 
Southern Confederacy, and that there is 
much to do in possessing the ground now 
occupied, and making it secure before 
making further advances. It was freely 
admitted, before Corinth and Memphis fell, 
that our army weuld not push further South 
after those events until, perhaps, autumn 
or winter. Corinth is to be held. There ia 
no child's play in the planning er execu- 
tion of its defenses. Urge buildings for 
the reception and storage of supplies are 
approaching completion; rolling stock is 
being supplied to the railroads, and every- 
thing betokens a determination to hold 
Corinth. The General who retakes it will 
get himself a name. — Corinth Letter.
